Heather  Ross  Miller  receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  in 
Literature  for  her  achievements  as  a  w/riter  and  as  a  teacher 
of  v/riters  Her  novels,  short  stories  and  poems  demonstrate 
a  graceful  versatility  rooted  in  her  rich  North  Carolina 
heritage,  and  her  classrooms  have  produced  a  new 
generation  of  writing  talent  skilled  in  fiction,  poetry  and 
drama. 

Born  into  a  family  of  writers,  Mrs  Miller  grew  up  in  Badin, 
where  she  keeps  her  home  now  with  husband  Clyde  H 
Miller  and  their  two  children  She  earned  her  undergraduate 
and  M.FA  degrees  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Greensboro,  studying  in  the  v^iting  program  there  under 
the  guidance  of  Randall  Jarrell  Post-graduate  work  included 
summer  study  at  the  University  of  London 

Mrs  Miller  published  the  first  of  four  novels.  The  Edge  of 
the  Woods,  in  1964  An  examination  of  the  unhappy  relation- 
ship between  a  young  woman  and  her  grandfather,  it 
established  Mrs  Miller  firmly  within  the  traditions  of 
Southern  writers.  Often  faintly  autobiographical,  usually  set 
in  surroundings  familiar  to  her  Stanly  County  neighbors,  her 
later  books  build  upon  the  success  of  her  first  effort 
Tenants  of  the  House  wraps  a  study  of  apartment  dweller 
in  mythic  colors  Gone  A  Hundred  Miles  tells  the  ston/  of 
an  early  German  doctor  in  rural  North  Carolina  The  humor  of 
adolescence  bubbles  through  Confessions  of  a  Champeen 
Fire  Baton  Twirler  Mrs  Miller  has  also  published  three 
volumes  of  poetr/.  The  Wind  Southerly  Horse  Horse 
Tyger  Tyger  and  Adam's  First  Wife,  two  collections  of  short 
stories  and  several  pieces  for  national  magazines  She  has 
recently  begun  experimenting  with  texts  for  oratorios. 

As  Mrs  Miller's  writing  has  grown,  so  too  has  grown  her 
devotion  to  her  students,  with  whom  she  shares  the 
discipline  of  her  craft  Among  their  number  are  such  rising 
stars  as  poets  Maria  Ingram  and  Parks  Lanier,  children's  book 
author  Ruth  White  Miller  and  playwrights  Rebecca  Ranson 
and  Barbara  Burleson  She  has  taught  in  public  schools, 
community  colleges  and  universities  This  year,  she  is  writer- 
in-residence  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  But  Mrs  Miller  has 
focused  much  of  her  teaching  energy  close  to  home,  at 
Pfeiffer  College  in  Misenheimer  She  has  taught  there  period- 
ically since  the  mid-1960s  and  remains  Associate  Professor 
of  English  and  head  of  the  Department  of  Speech  and 
Writing 

Honored  many  times  for  writing  and  teaching,  Mrs  Miller 
counts  among  her  awards  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship, 
two  Creative  Writing  Fellowships  from  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts,  the  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  Prize  for  Fiction,  a 
United  States/United  Kingdom  Cultural  Exchange  Fellowship, 
the  Young  Memorial  Cup  for  Poetry  and  selection  as  a 
Danforth  Associate  In  1976,  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Greensboro  presented  her  with  a  Distinguished  Alumni 
Award, 


Frank  E.  Guthrie  receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  in 
Science  for  thirty  years  of  research  and  teaching  dedicated 
to  the  delicate  task  of  balancing  the  demands  of  agricultural 
productivity  with  the  safety  of  the  men  and  women  who 
work  in  the  fields.  He  is  a  pesticide  toxicologist,  concerned 
with  the  effects  of  agricultural  chemicals  on  people  and 
animals,  and  his  accomplishments  in  the  laboratory  and  the 
classroom  have  made  North  Carolina  State  University  in 
Raleigh  an  international  center  for  research  in  the  field- 
Born  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Dr  Guthrie  did  his  under- 
graduate work  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  and  earned  his 
doctorate  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  After  military  service  in 
World  War  II  and  in  Korea,  he  spent  two  years  at  the 
University  of  Florida. 

Dr.  Guthrie's  relationship  with  North  Carolina  State 
University  began  in  1954,  when  he  joined  the  faculty  as 
Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Entomology  It  has 
continued  unbroken  since  He  has  been  Assistant  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School  and  today  is  a  Professor  on  the 
Entomology  and  Toxicology  faculty  Valued  by  his  students 
and  colleagues,  Dr  Guthrie  received  in  1982  an  Outstanding 
Research  Award  from  the  North  Carolina  State  University 
Alumni  Association  and  in  1983  the  Oliver  Max  Gardner 
Award  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  system,  the 
only  statewide  honor  given  to  faculty  members  by  the 
University's  Board  of  Governors. 

Dr  Guthrie's  research  is  wide-ranging,  encompassing 
studies  both  of  the  effectiveness  of  pesticides  on  crop- 
destroying  insects  and  the  impact  of  the  chemicals  on  the 
crops  themselves  and  the  people  who  work  with  them 
Early  in  his  career,  he  did  intensive  work  in  Florida  and  North 
Carolina  on  insecticides  used  in  tobacco  cultivation,  in- 
vestigating levels  of  chemical  residue  in  the  soil,  on  plants 
and  in  the  bodies  of  people  using  tobacco  products. 
Recently  he  has  concentrated  on  the  penetration  and 
distribution  of  pesticides  and  application  of  his  results  to 
such  practical  questions  as  how  soon  workers  can  safely 
reenter  treated  fields 

Dr.  Guthrie  has  shared  his  expertise  with  scientists  around 
the  country  and  the  world,  serving  as  consultant  to  the 
National  Institute  of  Environmental  Health  Sciences  and 
working  in  Sweden,  France,  Italy  Switzerland,  Japan  and 
India.  In  1974,  he  served  on  the  Task  Group  on  Occupational 
Exposure  to  Pesticides  for  the  President's  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  the  Environment. 

Author  of  several  books  and  more  than  one  hundred 
published  articles,  Dr  Guthrie  holds  memberships  in 
prestigious  scientific  organizations,  including  the  American 
Chemical  Society  and  the  Society  of  Toxicology.  He  is  a 
past  board  member  of  the  Entomological  Society  of  America.

Mary  Keesler  Dalton  and  Harry  Lee  Dalton  receive  the 
North  Carolina  Award  in  Fine  Arts  for  their  devotion  to  the 
collection,  preservation  and  exhibition  of  fine  works  of  art 
and  literature.  Both  native  North  Carolinians,  they  have 
shared  their  own  works  sathered  through  years  of  loving 
acquisition  and  offered  priceless  guidance  to  the  building 
of  strong  collections  in  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art, 
the  Mint  Museum  of  Art  and  galleries  and  libraries  in 
schools  such  as  Duke  University  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Charlotte 

Born  in  Winston-Salem,  Mr.  Dalton  earned  his  under- 
graduate degree  at  Trinity  College  (now  Duke  University) 
and  did  graduate  work  in  England  and  at  New  York 
University  In  1928,  he  married  Mary  Keesler  of  Charlotte,  a 
graduate  of  Georgia's  Agnes  Scott  College  Together,  they 
nurtured  an  interest  in  studying  and  collecting  art,  rare 
books  and  manuscripts  as  Mr  Dalton's  career  as  a  textile 
executive  carried  them  across  the  country. 

Service  as  Deputy  Director  of  the  War  Production  Board 
took  Mr  Dalton  to  Washington,  DC.  during  World  War  II.  In 
1955,  he  became  Vice-President  of  American  Viscose,  the 
firm  with  which  he  spent  much  of  his  career,  and  he  and 
Mrs.  Dalton  moved  their  home  to  Philadelphia  There,  they 
discovered  the  city's  treasure  trove  of  auction  houses, 
galleries  and  specialty  bookstores  from  which  they  enriched 
their  growing  collections.  In  1960,  the  Daltons  retired  to 
Charlotte 

Their  influence  as  collectors  and  patrons  reaches  across 
North  Carolina  and  beyond,  largely  because  their  passion 
for  collecting  is  blended  with  a  generous  philosophy  of 
sharing  — sharing  their  personal  treasures  with  museums 
and  schools  that  in  turn  make  them  available  to  the  public 
The  Daltons'  extraordinary  commitment  of  artwork  to  the 
Mint  Museum  of  Art  prompted  the  people  of  Charlotte  to 
throw  their  enthusiastic  support  behind  the  drive  to 
construct  an  addition  to  the  museum  Also  important  in  the 
life  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art,  Harry  Dalton 
helped  guide  the  assembling  of  the  state's  art  collection 
and  remains  a  Commissioner  Emeritus  there  Rare  book 
rooms  at  both  Duke  University  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Charlotte  carry  the  Dalton  name,  as  do  galleries  at 
Wingate  College  and  Agnes  Scott  College 

Between  them.  Mar/  and  Harry  Dalton  have  served  the 
North  Carolina  Arts  Council,  the  North  Carolina  Art  Society, 
the  Mecklenburg  Historical  Properties  Committee,  the  Duke 
University  Museum  of  Art  and  many  more  educational  and 
cultural  organizations  In  1965,  Duke  University  presented 
Harry  Dalton  an  honorary  doctorate 

The  Daltons  have  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter 


Hush  M,  Morton  receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  In 
Public  Service  in  recosnition  of  his  lifelons  dedication  to 
the  improvement  and  promotion  of  his  native  state.  For 
decades,  he  has  used  his  business  acumen,  fiis  skill  with  a 
camera  and  his  knowledse  of  his  fellow  North  Carolinians  to 
identify  issues  needins  public  attention  and  to  garner  the 
support  they  deserve, 

Mr.  Morton's  sen/ice  is  as  varied  as  the  state  he  loves,  but 
he  has  made  a  particular  impact  in  three  areas;  as  an  out- 
standing photographer,  concerned  with  standards  of  the 
profession,  as  a  businessman,  devoted  to  strengthening 
North  Carolina's  travel  industr/,  and  as  a  concerned  citizen, 
ready  to  use  his  unique  leadership  for  good  government, 

A  native  of 'Wilmington,  Mr  Morton  made  his  mark  early 
as  a  photo-journalist  He  was  Editor  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  yearbook  during  his  Chapel  Hill  days  and 
earned  two  medals  for  service  as  a  combat  newsreel 
photographer  in  World  War  II  Past  President  of  the  Carolines 
Press  Photographers  Association,  fie  chaired  for  fifteen  years 
the  Southern  Short  Course  in  News  Photography  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina 

Mr  Morton's  photographs  of  colorful  scenery,  memorable 
sports  moments  and  historical  events  remain  staples  in 
North  Carolina  publications  They  are  also  powerful  tools  in 
his  continuing  campaigns  to  preserve  and  promote  natural 
and  historical  treasures  vital  to  the  state's  crucial  travel 
industn/  A  leader  in  the  industry  as  owner  and  developer  of 
Grandfather  Mountain  and  other  properties,  Mr  Morton  has 
been  a  key  figure  in  the  success  of  many  other  attractions 
which  annually  draw  visitors  and  dollars  into  the  state.  First 
President  of  Wilmington's  Azalea  Festival,  he  also  served  at 
Governor  Terry  Sanford's  request  as  first  Chairman  of  the 
U.S.S.  North  Carolina  Battleship  Commission,  used  his  photo- 
graphs to  help  save  the  New  River  and  stumped  for  the 
North  Carolina  Zoo  armed  with  a  camera  and  a  baby  bear 
Today,  he  works  with  the  Save  the  Cape  Hatteras  Lighthouse 
Committee,  Keep  North  Carolina  Beautiful  and  countless 
other  groups. 

North  Carolina  governors  first  called  upon  Mr  Morton's 
special  talents  during  the  term  of  W  Kerr  Scott,  who 
appointed  him  to  the  Board  of  Conservation  and  Develop- 
ment He  worked  with  Luther  Hodges  on  industrial  recruit- 
ment, accepted  Jim  Hunt's  appointment  to  chair  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  on  Travel  and  Tourism  and  directed 
statewide  efforts  supporting  legislation  for  better  roads 
and  gubernatorial  succession. 

Loyal  to  his  university  as  well,  Mr  Morton  is  a  past 
President  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  and  raised  funds  to  endow  a  chair  in 
business  ethics  there  in  honor  of  Governor  Hodges. 

Mr  Morton  has  won  many  honors,  including  the  first 
Charles  J,  Parker  Award  from  the  Travel  Council  of  North 
Carolina  and  citation  by  The  State  magazine  as  "North 
Carolinian  of  the  Year," 

Mr  Morton  and  his  wife,  the  former  Julia  Taylor  of  Greens- 
boro, live  in  Lmville,  They  have  four  children

I    I  iC  /WVCJI  vJ  General  Assembly,  which  acted  on  the  idea  of  the  late  Dr 


Robert  Lee  Humber  of  Greenville,  then  State  Senator  from 
Pitt  County  The  purpose  of  the  Awards,  as  set  forth  in  the 
statutes,  IS  to  recognize  "notable  accomplishments  by  North 
Carolina  citizens  in  the  fields  of  scholarship,  research,  the 
fine  arts  and  public  leadership" 

The  medal  was  designed  by  the  eminent  sculptor  Paul 
Manship  and  was  one  of  his  last  important  commissions 
before  his  death. 

The  North  Carolina  Award  is  given  for  achievements  in 
years  prior  to  the  date  on  the  medal  It  is  the  highest  honor 
the  state  can  bestow. 
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
